A Cat Is of Great Value to the World, 
Says Scientist. 
Mr. W. G. Aitchison Robertson, 
M.D., delivered a lec ure in Edinbur-sh 
recently under the auspices of the 
| Zoological Society of Scotland on 
“The Cat Family, with Special Refer- 
ence to the Domestic Cat.’ The lec- 
turer gave a brief summary of the 
chief points of interest, from the 
anatomical point of view, of the 
members of the cat family, and then 
narrated some of the main facts in 
the life history of the larger cats. 
He showed that the extermination of 
tigers in certain parts of India had 
not been entirely advantageous, but 
that the destruction of such animals 
had allowed too free multiplication 
of antelopes, deer, ete., which lived 
on the produce of the field, and de- 
stroyed in this way much of the 
labor of the peasant. Allusion wes 
made to the large number of different 
species of the smaller cats, but spe- 
cial attention was devoted to the do- 
mestic cat. Dr. Aitchison Robertson 
told how the present cat had been 
worshipped several thousand years 
ago by the Egyptians, and how it had 
been carried to Europe and so to 
Great Britain, and how its remains 
were found at present in excavations 
of Roman villas in this country, For 
many centuries the value of the cat 
remained high, but its excessive fer. 
tility had so lowered its value that at 
present the ordinary cat had little or 
no commercial value. This was a fact 
to be deplored, as it could not be suf- 
ficiently impressed upon the public 
that the cat had the highest value 
from an economical point of view. 
One had merely to consider what 
would happen if there were no cats; 
mice, rats, and other vermin would 
multiply without let or hindrance, 
and the damage done by them would 
be incalculable. It mi ht be difficult 
to estimate the amount saved, but in 
every place of busineas, private house, 
custom house, or warehouse, where 
food was store! cats were the means 
of preventing an immense waste. Had 
gamekeepers not wantonly killed 
stoats, weasels, and cats there would 
in all probability have been no recent 
outbreak of rat plague in Suffolk, as 
these animals prey on and destroy 
rats and mice. : 

‘The common cat also proved of the 
highest service to the farmer, and i: 
the east the only practical way o! 
dealing with plague was by the in 
troduction of cats—these animals de 

stroyed the rats, which were the mai 
cause of the spread of this disease 

Another = popular preudice Dr. 
Robertson wished to do away with wa 
the belief that the domestic cat car 
ried disease. He stated that the cat 
does not suffer from true diphtheria 
a3 it effects the human being, and 
therefore could not communicate the 
disease in this way, and ths idea that 
infection remained on the fur of such 
a clean animal was absu.i, and if 
this mode of propagation were true 
the medical attendant would be e far 
more fertile source of infection than 
any animal.

PUT HUDSON BAY IN SHAPE 


Wireless Installed, Fieet of Ships to 
Be Put On, Terminals Built.

Lieut.Col. Shunk Submits a Report 
to the United States Government 
Washington.—The war department 

submitted to congress the report of 

Lieut..Colonel Francia R. Shunk, of 

the proposed improvement of the Red 

River of the north, in which he reach- 

es conclusions unfavorable to the pro- 

ject. Col. Shunk contends that the 
construction of storage reservoirs in 
the vicinity of the Red River of the 

North, 1s not necessary or desirable

Washington.—The embargo on cat- 
Ue from Great Britain which are im- 
ported into the U. &., which has been 
prohibited for a year past, because of 
the foot and mouth disease, was lift- 
ed by Secretary of Agriculture Wil- 
son. 

No evidence of th» disease has been 
discovered in the British Isles for 
three months. Although there has 
been a decrease in the disease in con- 
tinental Europe, none of these coun- 
tries are allowed to send cattle here. 
the 
epidemic, from which Great Britain 
has suffered during the past few 
years, has been carried over in some 
way from the continent.

According to Statistics of Department 
of Labor. 

Ottawa.—The department of labor 
wholesale prices record up to date 
shows a still higher level for Febru- 
ary.than for January, notwithstand- 
ing that the latter month was report- 
ed as having seen the highest prices 
since 1882-4, and possibly since 1872.

Text of the Lesson, Mark ji, 13.22 
Memory Verses, 16, 17-Golder 
Text, Mark ii, 17—Commentary Pre 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 

| The cal! of Matthew, the first par 
of today’s lesson, is found in Matthew 


and Luke, as well as in Mark. But 
the rest of the lesson, including 
Matthew's entertainment and the 


parables of the new and old cloth ané 
the new and old wine are found only 
in Mark and Luke. In all the acts 
and words of Jesus we must see God 
jthe Father remembering such words 
as these “I can of mine ownself do 
nothing.” “The Father who sent Me 
gave me a commandment, what 1! 
should say and what I should speak.” 
“The Father who dwelleth in me, He 
| doeth the works” (John v. 30: xil 
49; xiv~ 10) tis compassion upon 
the multitude and His readiness to 
teach them, no matter how weary He 
was, 18 our example that we may fol- 
low His steps in this as well as in 
Fe pean: and patience (I Pet. 
i, 21). 
| Matthew the publican (Matt x, 3) 
or Levi, as he is called by Mark and 
Luke, may have been turning to 
Christ in his heart, as probably Zac 
cheus did while continuing with 
doubt in his unpopular calling and 
longing to be done with it, We might 
infer this from the readiness with 
which he left all and rose up and fol 
towed Jesus. Many are still being 
called, but few are ready to follow se 
| promptly Something of Matthew's 
| Sratitude because Jesus called him is 
seen in the great feast which he made 
for Jesus in his own house, invi ing @ 
‘great company of publicans and sin 
ners thereto. To see Him eat with 
publicans and sinners was to the sell 
righteous Pharisees a great stumbling 
block, for {t was their way to have ne 
fellowship with such nor any love for 
their souls, rather to pass by on the 
other side of the street and to say 
‘God, I thank Thee that I am not as 
other men * * © or even as this 
publican” (Luke = xvifi, 11) They 
never said anything more beautiful 
or true concerning Him than wher 
they said, “This man receiveth sin- 
ners and eateth with them” (Luke 
Xv, 2). The words of Jesus to then: 
at this time are both a parable and 
its explanatjon the parable being, 
| ‘They that are whole have no need 
of the physician, but they that are 
| sick,” and His explanation of tt, “1

AY person who is the sole head of a tamily, or 
or any male over 18 years old, may homestead 


@ quarter section of available Dominion land is 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, or Alberta. The applicant 
must appear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-agency for the district. Entry by 
Droxy may be made at any agency, on certain con- 
ditions by father, mother, son, daughter, brother or 
sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties—Six months’ residence upon and cultiva- 
tion of the land in each of three years. A home- 
steader may live within nine miles of his homestead 
on a farm of at least 80 acres solely owned asd oc- 
cupied by him or by his father, mother, son, daugh- 
ter, brother or sister.

One pound otf 
jradium would keep a house warm for 
2,000 years. Radium is scattered 
throughout the earth's surface, and, 
therefore, Lord Kelvin's calculations 
are worthless.”

GET THE HABIT 


gress at that most critical time and 
that it ripened at all is due to the 
warm days all too few interspersed 
through the summer. Comparing 
the weather and work tables to- 
gether should be interesting. Not 
to be tedious I will only give one 
example. Had my wheat been 
some ten days earlier and on fall 
worked up land, it would probably 
have shown a grade higher in result; 
but the fall of 1910 found the land 
so hard and dry litle could be done 
to it and the stormy weather of the 
earlier half of last April prevented 
prior necessary work in another 
direction which when the season 
really opened on the 17th had to be 
done before the wheat could be 
seeded. Ten days earlier gained 
for the cutting, would have cleared 
the first serious frost namely that of 
the 7th September, although it must 
not be forgotten that wheat requires 
time to harden and will freeze just 
as readity in stook. But someone 
may remark as about 120 days is 
the standard time to grow and ripen 
wheat, had it been a usual season, 
you would have had a couple of 
weeks to spare as your wheat from 
wet and cold season was 135 days 
in ground. I admit that, but still 
I think nothing takes the place of 
seeding at the earliest possible 
moment. | might have used a 
quicker maturing seed than Red 
Fife at the loss of a little market 
value, but suppose there had been a 
normal amount of sunshine in such 
years it seems 10 me there is just 
the likelihood of all the earlier late 
summer, night frosts. In other 
words till continuous cultivation 
shall have mellowed climate condi- 
tions in Alberta, we are in the 
narrow straits of a short season, be- 
tween the Carybdis of spring storms 
and the Scylla of early fall if nut late 
summer frosts, and the risk from 
the latter is far greater than any 
bad result of the first, if it is only 
possible to get on the land early. 

There is one important question 
which will have its share in bringing 
about this milder climate change 
and that is the much discussed ne- 
cessity or non-necessity for irriga- 
tion. Certainly the on the surface 
scoffer running over the details of 
moisture I have given for the past 
season, would say the question is 
noteven debatable. Old timers of 
ten years and upwards experience 
of this part of Alberta, say they 
have only known once in seven or 
eight years the need for it, but those 
old timers for the most part have 
never tried to raise grain crops and 
what about the ‘‘once”? I only 
know from personal experience that 
round the third week in last June in 
spite of the weather record and not 
withstanding a demonstrating visit 
of Professor Elliott to this locality 
(which visit like that of some town 
sheet sprinkling carts brought down 
most copious natural showers in 
competition) in spite of all this, my

moisture, at least that was my ex- 
perience in the western states 

So far as grain is concerned nove 
of us DESIRE any year to have to put 
on water in June upon either wheat, 
vats or barley. It will be no pic 
nic to obtain an equalized correct 
amount of it, but it is well to have 
the means of doing it in handy 
shape when the necessity may very 
suddenly arise. 

It is true not even ‘ fall drench- 
ing” has been required for the 
coming season, which cannot now 
be exceptionally early, and we have 
entered upon this year with a most 
useful covering of snow, especially 
for winter wheat, which, however, 
has been very little tried as yet in 
this locality. The snow bianket 
has lain for months, and still lies 
with me, but it will have partly 
drained off the frozen ground before 
the necessity for moisture after 
spring seeding arises and then 
should we not get our May snow- 
storm, worth its weight in gold to 
the farmers upon the softened 
ground, the question of irrigation 
will become a mnch more ‘burning’ 
one. The grand point about 1912 
is that moisture never out of the 
soil last season is now firmly and 
deeply frozen into the ground, but 
the break-up cannot now be early 

The two severe weeks of the first 
of the year were followed by week- 
of pleasant chinook weatner, per- 
mitting threshing being taken up 
again, and those ready to ship 
grain to doit in comfort. A word 
ot praise should not be torgotten 
for the excellent supply of cars pro- 
vided by the C.P.R, on this branch 
road, considering the general con- 
jestion of traffic caused largely by 
the bunching np of shipment con- 
signments upon the delayed season 
Of course on the other hand the
